States is unable to modify the proposal 
heretofore made for the cession ot the 
entire archipelago of the Philippines, 
but the American commissioners are 
authorized to offer to Spain, in case the 
cessnm should be agreed to, the sum of 
twenty million dollars ($20,000,(XX )) to 
be paid in accordance with the terms to 
be fixed in the treaty of peace.”

Another concession proposed consisted 
of an agreement to adm it Spanish ships 
and merchandise for a term of years 
into }>orts of the Philippine islands on 
the same terms as American ships and 
merchandise.

STEALING MADE EASY. 


How a Dunkard Farmer Lived 
Up to His Creed. 


BELIOION

The refusal of a Dunkard fanner to 
receive tmck a horse that had been 
stolen from him has created a great 
deal of <Iiscussiou in this valley, where 
nearly every fanner belongs to a re­ 
ligious sect, says a Churchtowu (Pa.) 
correspondent of the New York Sun. 
The fanner whose horse was stolen 
m ade no effort at all to recover the 
l>east 
He did 
not 
make 
his loss 
known to his neighbors until they had 
Inquired w hat had become of his big 
roan. 
Then he said that one night 
somebody broke open his stable door 
and took the horse, but nothing else. 
The news soon spread, and a township 
constable captured the anim al on the 
W elsh m ountain, but the thief escaped. 
W hen the constable took the horse 
back to the owner, the farm er said; 
*T do not w ant the horse. 
The man 
who took it m ust have had more use 
for the anim al than 1 had, or he would 
not have been driven to steal. Give It 
back to him. If he w ants my harness 
and wagon, let him have them also. 
The farm er w as a m an of his word, 
and the horse w as led aw ay and is still 
In possession of the constable. Strange 
ly enough, nearly every man belonging 
to his s{ll|clal sect hereabouts approves 
bis action. They refer to the Bible as 
their authority. 
One passage cited is 
M atthew v, 40, “And if any m an will 
sue you a t the law and take aw ay thy 
coat let him have thy cloak also.” 
As 
these sects never go to law, they slm 
ply believe that If any man takes their 
coat they should also freely give their 
cloak, or If any one takes their horse 
they should also let him have their 
wagon. 
Ouce a thing is stolen from 
them they will never receive It back as 
their property. 
The same thing holds good with the 
women folks. 
They would not think 
of recelviug back again any property 
stolen from them, nor do they w ant 
any one to pursue a thief or to have 
any hand in his punishm ent No m at­ 
ter how much a farm er may ow'e on 
his laud, he will i>ear his losses by 
theft w ithout H m urm ur. The farm ers 
of these sects sometimes go Into debt 
when buying laud. 
In alm ost every 
thing else they pay us tliey go. 
The que.stioii as to receiving back a 
stolen horse has created a division In 
some of the other sects, however. The 
people who favor recelviug back the 
stolen animal argue that the Bible does 
not say that where a thief steals your 
propei-ty you shall not receive It back; 
that not to take back stolen goods and 
not to punish tideves is simply encour­ 
aging and luvitiiig such crime, and that 
It is wrong for a man in debt not to 
tak e back stolen property which he 
cannot afford to lose and which may 
Interfere with him in the paym ent of 
bis interest money. 
A recent samuiou by one of the bish­ 
ops sets fortli the belief of those who 
would not receive back stolen proper­ 
ty. 
He said: “Our Saviour alw ays 
likens his people to alieep. 
He is the 
Good Sheplicrd. 
Now, the I.« ord had 
a purpose iu view In picking out sheep 
as a type of submissive character that 
Is most rem arkable to those who are 
thoroughly informed on the subject. 
Of ail the anim als that represent the 
true ( ’hiistian 
character the 
sheep 
stands llrst, 
I don't mean the bucks. 
I have referred to the Iambs ami the 
young sheep. 
You farm ers who are 
sheep grower.s, you understand this. 
Did you ever Iiaiulle an anim al tliat re­ 
sisted less? 
When you catch a sheep, 
does it not immediately give in? 
It 
never tiglits you. never resists you. 
Kv(‘ii tiie little rabbit will try to l>ite 
you an<l escape. Not so the sh» ‘ep. 
.\s 
quickly as flie sheep limls itsielf over 
come It Is ilociie. 
S« v how it lies still 
to be sheared.

A m b ltioas P lan a of th e r a n a d ia n Pa« 
c ific Itailw aj^ M an ag e m e n t. 
Sir William Yau Horne, chairm an of 
the board of llrectors of the Canadian 
racliic Railway company, has adm it 
ted, w’hat has long been an open secret, 
that the Canadian Dacltic Is anxious to 
establish a fast A tlantic steam ship 
service betw'cen Canada and Liverpool, 
and only aw aits the promise of an ade­ 
quate subsidy from the Dominion gov­ 
ernm ent before putting its plans into 
execution. 
Sir W illiam also said that his com­ 
pany would like to buy out the Inter­ 
colonial railw ay from the Canadian 
governm ent, and, after establishing its 
fast stearasliip line, would run a spe­ 
cial Canadian Paciflc train in England 
between Loudon and Liverpool. 
“ I could die iu peace,” were Sir W il­ 
liam ’s words, “If I could see a Cana­ 
dian fast A tlantic line in connection 
with the Canadian Pacific railw ay an 
accomplished fact. 
My plan would be to have fast pas­ 
senger ships run to Quebec and Hall 
fax, while great cargo ships would 
carry freight to M ontreal and St. John 
N. B. 
The Canadian Pacific train would 
run out of Euston station. In London 
lo Liverpool. 
E verything would be 
done to Impress travelers w ith the Idea 
tliat they wore on a Canadian train. 
On every ticket sold w’e would guar 
autee connections. 
W hether the trav 
eler w'as bound for points in Canada 
or the United States or for Yokohama 
Hongkong or A ustralia, 
w'e would 
guarantee that there would be no de 
lays. 
“On the A tlantic we would have the 
fastest 
steam ships afloat, 
ships of 
greater speed than those that run to 
New York and superior to them In 
every way. 
“The result would be much the same 
on the A tlantic as It has been on the 
Pacific, w'here, since the Canadian Pa 
cific began its line from Vancouver to 
Japan, w'e have taken practically the 
entire passenger business aw ay from 
the American lines to San Francisco. 
“Before this can be accomplished 
an arrangem ent m ust be made by 
which the Canadian Pacific trains can 
meet the ships at H alifax, and the Ca 
nadian i^acific m ust have such control 
over the railw ay between St. John and 
H alifax that we can absolutely guaran 
tee that no delays will take place. 
If 
the Canadian Pacific owned the In ter­ 
colonial, there would be no delay w hat 
ever. 
The whole line from Loudon to 
Yokohama, Hongkong and A ustralia 
would be under one m anagem ent.”

The 
people who favor receiving back the 
stolen auirnal argue that the Bible does 
not say that where a thief steals your 
property you shall not receive It back; 
that not to take back stolen goods and 
not to punish thieves is simply encour­ 
aging and inviting such crime, and that 
It is wrong for a man in debt not to 
take back stolen property which he 
cannot afford to lose and which may 
interfere with him in the payment of 
his interest money. 
A recent sermon by one of the bish­ 
ops sets fort ii the belief of those who 
would not receive back stolen proper­ 
ty. 
He said: “Our Saviour always 
likens his people to sheep. 
He is the 
Good Shepherd. 
Now, the Lord had 
a purpose in view in picking out sheep 
as a type of submissive character that 
Is most remarkable to those who are 
thoroughly informed on the subject. 
Of all the animals that represent the 
true Christian character the sheep 
stands first. 
I don’t mean the bucks. 
I have referred to the lambs and the 
young sheep. 
You farmers who are 
6heep growers, you understand this. 
Did you ever handle an animal that re­ 
sisted less? When you catch a sheep, 
does it not immediately give in?

Even the little rabbit will try to bite 
you and escape. Not so tile sheep.

How a Dunkard Farmer Lived

The refusal of a Dunkard farm er to 
receive back a horse that had been 
■tolen from him has created a great 
deal of discussion in this valley, where 
nearly every fanner belongs to a re­ 
ligious sect, says a Churchtown (Pa.) 
correspondent of the New York Sun. 
The farm er whose horse was stolen 
made no effort at all to recover the 
beast. 
He did 
not 
make his loss 
known to his neighbors until they had 
Inquired w hat had become of his big 
roan. 
Then he said th at one night 
somebody broke open his stable door 
and took the horse, but nothing else. 
The news soon spread, and a tow nship 
constable captured the anim al on the 
W elsh m ountain, but the thief escaped. 
W hen the constable took the horse 
back to the owner, the farm er said: 
“I do not want the horse. 
The man 
who took It must have had more use 
for the animal than I had, or he would 
not have been driven to steal. Give It 
back to him. 
lf he wants my harness 
and wagon, let him have them also." 
The farmer was a man of his word, 
and the home was led away and ie still 
In possession of the conetable. Strange­ 
ly enough, nearly every man belonging 
to hie spacial sect hereabouts approves 
his action. They refer to the Bible as 
their authority. 
One passage cited Is 
Matthew v, 40, “And if any man will 
aue you at the law and take away thy 
coat let bim have thy cloak also.” 
As 
these sects never go to law, they sim­ 
ply believe that lf any man takes their 
coat they should also freely give their 
cloak, or if any one takes their horse 
they should also let him have their 
wagon. 
Once a thing is stolen from 
them they will never receive it back as 
their property. 
The same thing holds good with the 
women folks. 
They would not think 
of receiving back again any property 
stolen from them, nor do they w ant 
any one to pursue a thief or to have 
any hand in his punishm ent. No m at­ 
ter how much a farm er may owe on 
his land, he will bear his losses by 
theft without a m urm ur. The farm ers 
of these sects sometimes go into debt 
when buying land. 
In alm ost every­ 
thing else they pay as they go. 
The question as to receiving back a 
stolen horse has created a division in 
some of the other sects, however. The 
people who favor receiving back the 
stolen auimul argue th at the Bible does 
not say th at where a thief steals your 
property you shall not receive It back; 
th at not to take back stolen goods and 
not to punish thieves is simply encour­ 
aging and inviting such crime, and that 
It is wrong for a man In debt not to 
tak e back stolen property which he 
cannot afford to lose and which may 
Interfere with him in the paym ent of 
his interest money. 
A recent sermon by one of the bish­ 
ops sets forth the belief of those who 
would not receive back stolen proper­ 
ty. 
He said: “Our Saviour alw ays 
likens his people to sheep. 
He is the 
Good Shepherd. 
Now, the Lord had 
a purpose in view in picking out sheep 
as a type of submissive character that 
Is most rem arkable to those who are 
thoroughly informed on the subject. 
Of all the anim als th at represent the 
true Christian 
character the 
sheep 
stands first. 
I don't mean the bucks. 
I have referred to the lambs and the 
young sheep. 
You farm ers who are 
sheep growers, you understand this. 
Did you ever handle an animal that re­ 
sisted less? 
When you catch a sheep, 
does it not immediately give in? 
It 
never fights you, never resists you. 
Even the little rabbit will try to bite 
you and escape. 
Not so tile sheep. 
As 
quickly as the sheep finds itself over 
come it is docile. 
See how it lies still 
to be sheared. 
Ask the butcher. 
He 
will tell you that the lamb or sheep 
will never resist the knife at its throat, 
but will die, oh, st) peacefully, without 
a struggle! 
There is not a hit of re­ 
sentm ent or bitterness in the soft, calm 
eyes as it looks at you and bleeds to 
death. 
“That is the true type of subm issive­ 


ness. of hum anity, or ifiofrm rm reness, 
and It fully Illustrates w hat our Sav­ 
iour moans by saying if a man sm ites 
you upon your cheek turn to him the 
other in submission and hum ility. 
If 


ti man wrong you, bear it. 
If a man 
speak ill of you, love him. 
If a man 
*tenl from you, let him have that 
which is stolen natl more, too. if he bas 
need of it. 
Do not follow after him to 
punish hi in. 
Bear your losses in love. 
in meekness and in humility. 
Return 
good for evil. 
Be kind and merciful, 
and true happiness will come to you. 
and the Lord will sustain you. 
You 
will never lose by it. but alw ays be 
tile gainer even in death. Do not resist 
the man who persecutes you, or beats 
you, or steals from you, or does you 
Wrong. 
R ather love him and help him 
and ho kind and merciful to him.” 
Several who heard the sermon shook 
their heads and said they could not he 
a Christian like that, or the world 
would run over them and th at thieves 
would strip them of all they owned. 


CIRCLING THE WORLD. 


Ambition* Plan* of the Canadian Pa­ 
cific H a l l w a y Management. 
Sir William Van Horne, chairm an of 
the board of iirectors of the Canadian 
Pacific Railw ay company, has adm it 
ted, w hat has long been an open secret, 
that the C anadian Pacific is anxious to 
establish a fast Atlantic steam ship 
service between Canada and Liverpool, 
and only aw aits the promise of an ade­ 
quate subsidy from tho Dominion gov 
em inent before putting its plans into 
execution. 
Sir William also said th at his com 
pany would like to buy out the Inter 
colonial railw ay from the Canadian 
government, and, after establishing its 
fast steam ship line, would run a spe­ 
cial Canadian Pacific train in England 
between London and Liverpool. 
“I could die in peace,” were Sir WU 
iiam ’s words, “if I could see a Cana 
dian fast A tlantic line in connection 
with the Canadian Pacific railw ay an 
accomplished fact. 
“My plan would be to have fast pas 
senger ships run to Quebec aud H ali­ 
fax, while great cargo ships would 
carry freight to M ontreal and St. John, 
N. B. 
“The Canadian Pacific train would 
run out of Huston station, in London, 
to Liverpool. 
Everything would be 
done to im press travelers with the Idea 
th at they w ere on a Canadian train. 
“On every ticket sold we would guar­ 
antee connections. 
W hether the trav ­ 
eler was bound for points in Canada 
or the United States or for Yokohama, 
Hongkong or Australia, 
we 
would 
guarantee th at there would be no de 
lays. 
“On the A tlantic we would have the 
fastest steam ships afloat, 
ships of 
greater speed than those th at run to 
New York and superior to them In 
every way. 
“The result would be much the same 
on the A tlantic as It has been on the 
Pacific, where, since the Canadian P a­ 
cific began its line from Vancouver to 
Japan, we have taken practically the 
entire passenger business aw ay from 
the American lines to San Francisco. 
“Before this can be accomplished 
an arrangem ent m ust be made by 
which the Canadian Pacific trains can 
meet the ships a t H alifax, and the Ca­ 
nadian Pacific m ust have such control 
over the railw ay between St. John and 
H alifax th at we can absolutely guaran 
tee th at no delays will take place. 
If 
the Canadian Pacific owned the In ter­ 
colonial, there would be no delay w hat­ 
ever. 
The whole line from London to 
Yokohama, Hongkong and A ustralia 
would be under one m anagem ent.”

England has tried before to 
obtain this concession,, having entered 
upon negotiations for this purpose in 
isis but all for nothing on account of 
the complications with Russia which 
then ensued. 
It was Russia’s turn some years later 
to seek a similar privilege, but this, 
too, was denied, although the attempt 
to bide the real purpose of cutting 
England out was cloaked by the pre­ 
tense that the road would run from 
Tripoli to the gulf and connect with 
Bagdad by a branch road.

At last Germany succeeded in doing 
what all of the other powers had fail­ 
ed to accomplish.

gora and later to Koniah. On Nov. 27, 
181*2, four years later than the sign­ 
ing of the agreement, the first train 
was run from Ismid to Angora, and 
the Anatolian railroad was an estab­ 
lished institution. Kaiser Wilhelm has 
not shown himself a friend of the 
Porte for nothing. 
He desired an out­ 
let for German industry and capital, 
and lie has concluded an excellent ar- 
rangement. 
How excellent the world

I he extension of this railway from 
Koniah, first to Bagdad, about 1,000 
miles, and thence to Bassora, on the 
Persian gulf, another 400 miles, has 
been a pet scheme of the enterprising 
young monarch.

The Spaniards refused. 
The Americans then made a new 
proposition embodying concessions the 
United States government was willing 
to make, for the sake of immediate 
peace, as follows: 
‘ The 
government of

States is unable to modify the proposal 
heretofore made for the cession of the 
entire archipelago of the Philippines, 
but the American commissioners are 
authorized to offer to Spain, in case the 
cession should be agreed to, the sum of 
twenty million dollars ($20,000,000; to 
be paid in accordance with tile terms to 
be fixed in the treaty of peace.” [Sen­ 
ate doc. 62, P. 210. J 
Another concession proposed consisted 
of an agreement to admit Spanish ships 
and merchandise for a term of years 
into jMirts of the Philippine islands on 
the same terms as American ships and 
merchandise. 
The American commis­ 
sion* r* also expressed a willingness to 
insert a provision for the mutual re­ 
linquishment of claims of the United 
states m at may have arisen since the 
beginning of the late insurrection in 
Cuba aud prior to the conclusion of 
the treaty ol peace.

STEALING MADE EASY. 


How a Dunkard Farmer Lived 
Up to His Creed.

The refusal of a Dunkard farmer to 
receive hack a horse that had been 
stolen from him has created a great 
deal of discussion in this valley, where 
nearly every farmer belongs to a re 
ligious sect, says a Churchtown (Pa.) 
correspondent of the New York Sun 
The farmer whose horse w’as stolen 
made no effort at all to recover the 
beast. 
He did not 
make his Ions 
known to his neighbors until they had 
Inquired what had become of his big 
roan. 
Then he said that one night 
somebody broke open his stable door 
and took the horse, but nothing else. 
The news soon spread, and a township 
constable captured the animal on the 
Welsh mountain, but the thief escaped. 
When the constable took the horse 
back to the owuer, the fanner said: 
“I do not want the horse. The man 
who took It must have had more use 
for the animal than I bad, or he would 
not have been driven to steal. Give it 
back to him. lf he wants my harness 
and wagon, let him have them also. 
The farmer was a man of his word, 
and tbs horse was led away and Is still 
in possession of the constable. Strange­ 
ly enough, nearly every man belonging 
to his so cia l sect hereabouts approves 
his action. They refer to the Bible as 
their authority. 
One passage cited Is 
Matthew v, 40, "And if any man will 
sue you at the law aud take away thy 
coat let blin have thy cloak also." 
As 
these sects never go to law, they elm 
ply believe that if any man takes their 
coat they should also freely give their 
cloak, or lf any one takes their horse 
they should also let him have their 
wagon. 
Once a thing is stolen from 
them they will never receive It back as 
their property. 
The same thing holds good with the 
women folks. 
They would not think 
of receiving back again any property 
stolen from them, nor do they want 
any one to pursue a thief or to have 
any hand in ilia punishment. 
No mat 
ter how much a farmer may ovre on 
his laud, he will hear his losses by 
theft without a murmur. 
of these sects sometimes 
when buying lend. 
In almost every 
thiug else they pay as they go. 
The question as to receiving hack a 
stolen horse lias created a division In 
some of the other sects, however. The 
people who favor receiving back the 
stolen animal argue that tile Bible dot's 
not say that where a thief steals your 
property you shall not receive It hack; 
that not to take hack stoleu goods and 
not to punish thieves is simply encour­ 
aging and inviting such crime, and that 
It Is wrong for a luau in debt not to 
lake back stolen property which he 
cannot afford to lose and which may 
Interfere with him in the payment of 
bis interest motley. 
A recent sermon by one of the bish­ 
ops sets forth the belief of those who 
would not receive back stoleu proper­ 
ty. 
He said: "Our Saviour always 
likens his people to sheep. 
He Is the 
Good Shepherd. 
Now, the Ixmt had 
a purpose In view In picking oui sheep 
as a type of submissive character that 
Is most remarkable to those who are 
thoroughly Informed on the subject. 
Of all the animals that represent the 
true Christian character the sheep 
stands first. 
I don't mean the hucks. 
I have referred to the lambs aud the 
young sheep. 
You farmers who are 
sheep growers, you understand this. 
Did you ever handle an animal that re­ 
sisted less? When you catch a sheep, 
does it not immediately give In? 
It 
never tights you, never resists you. 
Even the little rabbit will try to bite 
you ami escape. Not so the sheep. As 
quickly as flu* sheep finds itself over 
come lr Is docile. 
See how it lies still 
to be sheared. 
Ask the butcher. 
He 
will tell you that the la nib or sh**cp 
resist tile knife at its throat, I 
oh, so peacefully, without I 
There Is not a bit of re j 


ness, of humanity, or inormrsrvenesB, 
and It fully illustrates what our Sav­ 
iour means by saying if a man smites 
you upon your cheek turn to him the 
other In submission and humility, 
[f 
a man wrong you, bear it. 
If a man 
speak iii of you, love him. 
If a man 
steal from you, let him have that 
Which is stolen and more, too, if he has 
need of it. 
Do not follow after him to 
punish him. 
Bear your losses In love, 
In meekness and In humility. 
Return 
good for evil. 
Be kind and merciful, 
and true happiness will come to you, 
and the Lord will sustain yon. 
You 
will never lose by It. but always be 
the gainer even in death. Do not resist 
the man who persecutes you, or beats 
you, or steals from you, or does you 
Wrong. Rather love him and help him 
and be kind and merciful to him." 
Several who heard the sermon shook 
their heads and said they could not be 
a Christian like that, or the world 
would run over them and that thieves 
would strip them of all they owned. 


CIRCLING THE WORLD. 


The farmers 
go into debt 


Am bltioan Pinna of the C anadian Pa­ 
cific R ailw ay M anagem ent. 
Sir William Y'au Horne, chairman of 
the board of directors of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway company, has admit­ 
ted, what lias long been an open secret, 
that the Canadian Pacific is anxious to 
establish a fast Atlantic steamship 
service between Canada and Liverpool, 
and only awaits the promise of an ade­ 
quate subsidy from tho Dominion gov­ 
ernment before putting its plans into 
execution. 
Sir William also said that his com­ 
pany would like to buy out the Inter­ 
colonial railway from the Canadian 
government, and, after establishing its 
fast steamship Hue, would run a spe­ 
cial Canadian Pacific train in England 
between Loudon aud Liverpool. 
"I could <iie in peace," were Sir Wil­ 
liam’s words, "lf I could see a Cana­ 
dian fast Atlantic Hue in connection 
with the Canadian Pacific railway an 
accomplished fact. 
‘My plan would be to have fast pas­ 
senger ships run to Quebec aud Hali­ 
fax, while great cargo ships wTould 
carry freight to Montreal aud St. John, 
N. B. 
The Canadian Pacific train would 
run out of Euston station, In London, 
lo Liverpool. 
Everything would be 
done to impress travelers with the Idea 
that they were on a Canadian train. 
"On every ticket sold we would guar* 
autee connections. 
Whether the trav­ 
eler was bound for points in Canada 
or the United States or for Yokohama, 
Hongkong or Australia, 
w?e 
would 
guarantee that there would be no de­ 
lays. 
On the Atlantic we would have the 
fastest 
steamships afloat, 
ships of 
greater speed than those that run to 
New York and superior to them in 
every way. 
"The result would be much the same 
on the Atlantic as it has been on the 
Pacific, w here, since the Canadian Pa­ 
cific lw‘gau Its line from Vancouver to 
Japan, we have taken practically the 
entire passenger business away from 
the American lines to San Francisco. 
"Before this can be accomplished 
an arrangement must be made by 
which the Canadian Pacific trains can 
meet the ships at Halifax, and the Ca­ 
nadian Pacific must have such control 
over the railway between St. John and 
Halifax that we can absolutely guaran­ 
tee that no delays will take place. 
If 
the Canadian Pacific owned the Inter­ 
colonial, there would be no delay what­ 
ever. The whole Hue from London to 
Yokohama, Hongkong and Australia 
would be uuder one management." 


H is Sm oke In the D ark. 
"I am convinced of the truth of the 
old theory that the pleasure of smok­ 
ing resides more largely in the taste 
than It does in the sight," said a busi­ 
ness man of this city who recently 
underwent a minor operation for gran­ 
ulated eyelids. "I had to sit for three 
days in total darkness, and, being a 
confirmed smoker, I longed for the 
solace of a cigar. The first difficulty I 
encountered was in getting a light, and 
I wouldn’t confess my helplessness 
until I had burned off half my mus­ 
tache.

through the site of 
the Garden of 
Eden. 
rile importance of the project does 
not, however, lie in this, but in the 
great country which will be opened to 
trade aud European Influence by this 
railway. The project of building a rail­ 
road from Constantinople to the Per­ 
sian g u lf was broached many years 
ago, being first put iuto practical shape 
by the great engineer De Lesseps, who 
petitioned the sultan to that end, but 
iu vain.
